William M. Kunstler, the lawyer 
who defended the Chicago Seven, 
said here Monday night he would 
send several lawyers to co-ordinate 
the defense of “ the Kent 25.” 


Morgan pleaded innocent to a 
second-degree riot and was released 
on $1,000 bond. Others arrested 
Monday were Dr. Thomas S. Lough, 
42, associate professor of sociology; 
Jerry H. Rupe, 22, and Richard C. 
Felber, 21 of Akron. 


Felber and Rupe, former students 
now serving jail term s on drug 
convictions,

Lough was released on $5,000 bond 
on a charge of inciting to riot May 4, 
the day four Kent State students 
were slain in a confrontation with 
National Guardsmen.

Monday, each nation hardened its 
line for the approaching debate. 
Today, Egypt gave every indication 
that veteran diplomat Mahmoud 
Fawzi would be named Egypt’s first 
civilian premier in 18 years.

Minister and Cairo dispatches said 
the 70-year-old diplomat was chosen 
because of his skill in trying to 
negotiate any peaceful settlement in 
the Middle East.

abducted

authorities believe beat and 
stabbed 
her 
parents

death.

fear the slayers also may

Shellie Barnes and hid her

surround her family’s home 
in the small community of 
Shandon Heights near here. 
The girl's mother, Betty, 
25, was found stabbed to 
death early Monday just 
inside the front door of the 
home in the rural village of 
about 15 families.

Barnes called a neighbor at 
3:15 a.m. and said, “ there 
are prowlers outside."

The unidentified neighbor 
tried to call her back, could 
not get a connection and 
called deputies.

Authorities

Mrs. 
Barnes died of multiple stab 
wounds in the chest.

too. The book’s subtitle pith­ 
ily ouUines her views of 
what’s gracing supermarket 
shelves. It is “How to Save 
Time and Money by Not Us­ 
ing Chemical-1 a d e n, Pre- 
E 
ared, Canned, Precooked, 
► ehydrated, C onvenience 
Foods.”

She points out that home- 
cooked meals “made of hon­ 
est ingredients are far less 
expensive, taste better and 
are more 
nutritious than 
those made from ersatz con­ 
coctions.” 


Like so many women she 
is constantly on a diet. This 
is difficult for her, she ex­ 
plains in a tone still touched 
by the Louisiana bayou, be­ 
cause eating was a treat 
back home in Franklin. As a 
blossoming young girl Miss 
Dyer and the other children 
were conned by her southern 
belle mother into doing a lot 
of cooking. 


“Mother 
loved 
to 
give 
proper tea parties,” she says, 
“but she didn’t like to do the 
work.” Feeding the family 
also was a graduate course 
in cooking. 


Her stepfather had 14 chil­ 
dren before he married her 
mother 
and 
the 
16-room 
house normally had 20 or 22 
at the table. Her at-home ex­ 
perience was strengthened 
by home economics studies 
at Louisiana State. 


“I don’t believe in ersatz 
desserts with artificial sweet­ 
eners. Look at the pasty 
faces of people shopping. 
They’re all buying c a k e 
mixes and a skimpy piece of 
meat. Housewives s p e n d 
most of the food money on 
detergents and other expen­ 
sive nonfood items,” 
she 
points out. 


“The truth is it takes less 
time to broil a chicken and 
bake a potato than to thaw a 
frozen meat pie. Americans 
a r e undernourished a n d 
haven’t developed a taste for 
good, healthful food,” Miss 


Dyer continues. “Americans 
will eat anything and get 
hooked on eating too much 
sugar from baby formula 
days on. We all need more 
meat, more protein, fresh 
fruits and vegetables.” 


In a way she admires the 
young who want pure foods 
grown organically. She op­ 
timistically believes this gen­ 
eration 
is 
set 
to 
make 
changes and a desire for bet­ 
ter food is one in the works. 
The problem to overcome, as 
she sees it, is the pressure 
put on everyone connected 
with food merchandising by 
hard advertising campaigns 
for the convenience items. 


She also took a swipe at 
home cooks. 


“The vast majority cook 
badly and don’t make a meal 
enjoyable for the family. A 


child can know good food but 
a hot dog and coffee in a 
paper cup doesn’t make for 
enjoyable ambiance.” 


Her hope is that more 
men and women will look 
for good old recipes using 
fresh ingredients and not 
those whose directions start 
with “take two cans . . .” 


A footnote in her cook­ 
book sums up her attitude: 


“Salad dressing mixes are 
made for and bought by the 
same people who, because 
they are unsure of their own 
mixability, buy bottled Mar­ 
tinis. We wonder if these are 
the same people who buy 
pre-tied bow ties and order 
their flowers arranged by 
the florist? How too sad. Be­ 
sides the 
money wasted, 
think of the fun they miss.”

N EW Y O R K —( NEA)— 
With a name like Alexander 
C a m p b e l l McNally, one 
would expect the bearer to 
revere the smoky delights of 
true malt Scotch whisky. On 
the contrarv, “ Sandy” Mc­ 
Nally is a leading wine ex­ 
pert. And instead of spend­ 
ing his youthful days salmon 
fishing Scotland’s f a m o u s 
River Spey, he grew up 
along the banks of the White 
River in Indianapolis, Ind. 


Traditionally, Hoosiers are 
more noted for their love 
and production of hard cider 
than Pinot Noir wine. In Mc­ 
Nally’s early days this was 
true, but the tastes of the 
young shift with the calen­ 
dar. The acceptance of mak­ 
ing and drinking wine and 
spirits in this country is a 
fascinating study of contra­ 
dictions. Currently, wine is 
in and hard booze is on its 
way out. 


McNally says he never 
tasted wine until he was 17. 
Since then he has made up 
for the oversight. So have 
millions of other Americans, 
especially those in their 20s 
and 30s. Last year 256 mil­ 
lion gallons of wine were 
quaffed, with 90 per cent of 
that consumed produced in 
the United States. Wine con­ 
sumption has tripled since 
1950; department stores are 
offering wine making kits 
and 70 per cent of what is 
drunk comes from the vine­ 
yards of sunny California. 
This latter fact keeps Mc­ 
Nally smiling since he is 
wine manager for Interna­ 
tional Vintage Wines Co. 


Primarily known as an im­ 
porter of fine E u r o p e a n 
wines, the firm in 1968 en­ 
tered the American market 
by buying California com­ 
panies 
such 
as 
Beaulieu 
Vineyard and I n g l e n o o k 
Vineyards and it also m ar­ 
kets Italian Swiss Colony, 
Petri and Lejon. 


McNally’s primary task 
this summer was to assem­ 
ble an 18,000-bottle collection 
of rare, vintage wines for a 
national Auction. One single 
case of French red Bor­ 
deaux, 1870, sold for $1,400. 


“My experience before the 
auction at wine tastings in 


Chicago, New York, H art­ 
ford, 
Princeton 
and 
San 
Francisco were most reveal­ 
ing,” he says. “It’s no longer 
the aging, moneyed execu­ 
tive or those who stock wines 
for picture value who show 
up.” 


The couples are in their 
20s and 30s, he points out. 
“They were not the affluent, 
primed to do this. To me it 
s h o w s a groundswell of 
others interested in wines. 
The m y s t e r y surrounding 
wine is being dispelled. The 
opportunity to participate, 
examine and taste and to 
buy some fine w i n e s is 
changing our tastes.” 


McNally feels this country 
is nearly over its generation 
of drinkers who grew up on 
high-proof bathtub gin. 


“These people can’t get a 
kick from the 14 per cent 
alcohol that wine normally 
contains,” he explains. 
The new, young drinkers 
are coming of drinking age 
with wine and not hard al­ 
cohol, he feels. “We are 
turning into a wine-drinking 
society.” 


McNally bases this upon 
his own college experiences. 
He instigated a gourmet so­ 
ciety at Princeton University 
with wine an important in­ 
gredient. 


“You might say we are 
wine converts 
unlike 
the 
French, for example, who 
take their wine for granted. 
The convert is a more devout 
practitioner than he who is 
born to the faith.” 


Even at Harvard, where 
he did graduate work, his in­ 
terest in the grape, “which I 
drank temperately and with 
security,” led him directly to 
the vineyards. A guest lec­ 
turer there introduced Mc­ 
Nally to wine expert and 
grower Alexis Lichine (a for­ 
mer husband of actress Ar­ 
lene Dahl). McNally worked 
for Lichine in the heart of 
the French wine country, 
studied France’s fine restau­ 
rants’ food and wines. From 
this he became a wine con­ 
sultant of hotel chains and 
ship lines and also is chair­ 
man of the Sommelier So­ 
ciety of America. 


Alexander M cN ally 


Loving the business, he 
also is critical of some of its 
snobbishness. 
“The wine b u s i n e s s is 
parochial and in-turned,” he 
comments, “ as far as better 


wines are concerned. I am 
pleased to see nonexperts 
appreciating and b u y i n g 
wines.”

Clean Marble Floors 
Wilh Hot, Sudsy Water

DEAR POLLY—I would like to tell K.M., who wanted to 
know how to care for her marble floor, that I

marble floors for two years in Turkey and found that 
mopping with hot, sudsy water, followed by a clear water 
rinsing, took care of the worst dirt. Once they are really 
clean, a very thin application of paste wax would buff 
(with an electric polisher) to a long-lasting shine. Cool- 
water moppings took care of day-to-day spots and spills. 
In fact, I found marble floors to be the easiest to care for. 
They do have a tendency to be very hard on falling chil­ 
dren’s hands but once the youngsters learn to walk well 
there is no problem.—LUCY-RAE 
DEAR GIRLS—Any liqftid spills on marble floors should 
be washed off with clear water as soon as possible. A 
polishing with putty or pumice powder on a damp cloth 
will often help any dullness. When using wax, be sure to 
remove any excess from the crevices for a wax build-up 
in those spots may cause a discoloration. There are also 
marble-polishing products on the market.—POLLY

Worried about how a move 
during September or October 
will affect your child and his 
school performance?

Ralph Oiemann of the Educa­ 
tional R esearch Council of 
A m erica. C leveland, said: 
“The number of moves did not 
ap p ear to affect academ ic 
achievement.” 
The child guidance and psy­ 
ch o lo g y e x p e rts who took 
part in the symposium had 
some hints for making a move 
easier for a child Dr. Frances 
Dwyer, a psychologist in priv­ 
ate practice in Syracuse, N Y., 
said: “The participation of the 
child in the move is tremend­ 
ously important.*' 
Dr. B rieland added: “ A 
child should be fully informed 
as a change becomes likely 
he should be prepared for 
what to ex|>ect next . . . if the 
child develops enthusiasm , 
ra th e r than reluctance, the 
move should be easier.“ 


In JACOBY MODERN, the 
only forcing opening bid is 
two clubs.

The heart raise showed four 
hearts. It was up to South 
to go. 
South thought about going 
on. Then he realized that his 
partner knew all about his 
hand and had not invited a 
slam. Hence, it was most un­ 
likely that North would hold 
the nine-point maximum for 
his two-spade response. South 
settled for game. 
When S o u t h saw the 
dummy, he realized there 
was a fair play for the slam 
but he needed the diamond 
finesse and good breaks in 
the other suits.

Dixon s touchdown run was followed minutes later by 
Wells' initial touchdown catch as the Haiders took a quick 
14-0 lead But 14-year pro Sonny Jurgensen went to work for 
the Redskins, missing only four of 16 first half passing 
attempts.

Lamonica found Wells and Smith for third quarter touch­

AMSTERDAM — (NEA) — 
Amsterdam’s males awoke 
one morning recently to find 
that overnight the city’s uri­ 
nals had been closed by pink 
ribbons tied across their en­ 
trances. 
The C r a z y M i n a s had 
struck again, l a n d i n g one 
more body blow in their 
campaign to get more public 
toilets for women. 
The Crazy Minas are the 
Dutch branch of the Women’s 
Liberation Movement. They 
take their name from Wil- 
helmina Drucker, a prim old 
maid who fought for women’s 
suffrage at the turn of the 
century. 
Less than one year old, 
the Crazy Minas are already 
a household word in Holland. 
Like their American sis­ 
ters, they believe in direct 
action. Since last December 
they have invaded the offices 
of women’s magazines, which 
they a c c u s e of publishing 
‘sugary pap.” They have 
broken up meetings called 
to discuss abortion reform. 
They have kidnaped the pro­ 
moter of a “Miss Cinema” 
beauty contest in Utrecht. 
Such publicity spectaculars 
apparently pay off, for the 
Crazy Minas have g r o w n 
from a core of 30 activists 


to a membership of 6,000. 
In Amsterdam a favorite 
Crazy Mina stunt is to stand 
on the canal b r i d g e s and 
whistle at the men as they 
pass by. Crazy Minas have 
even been known to invite 
men to dine out and then to 
pick up the tab. It’s all part 
of their protest against the 
double standard in sexual 
morality. 
Unlike such American or­ 
ganizations as SCUM (So­ 
ciety for Cutting Up Men), 
the Crazy Minas do not hate 
the male sex. In fact, one of 
their most active leaders is 
Jan Philippens, 24, a politi­ 
cal science student of Am­ 
sterdam University. 
Jan a n d h is w i f e , red­ 
headed Ann Marie Philip­ 
pens, were the first to be 
arrested in Amsterdam for 
Crazy Mina activities. 
They live in an attractive, 
canal-side flat. They have 
no children, but the flat is 
filled with lovebirds, para­ 
keets and dogs. 
Jan does his share of the 
cooking and h o u s e w o r k , 
empties the bird cages, takes 
the dogs for a walk like a 
model Crazy Mina husband 
should even t h o u g h he is 
studying for a degree. He 
attaches g r e a t importance 
to the Crazy Minas’ role as 
myth-makers. 
“We make up all sorts of 
myths, start all s o r t s of 
rumors in order to get peo­ 
ple to thinking,” says Jan, 
who has long sideburns and 
a Van Dyck beard. 
“Once 
the Crazy Minas w a r n e d 
men to stay off the streets 
on a certain night or they 
would be abducted. On an- 


other night we announced 
that women were going on a 
kitchen strike and that the 
men w o u l d have to cook 
their own suppers.” 
Dutch women are not the 
only ones to r a t t l e their 
chains. Holland’s five mil­ 
lion Catholics, who comprise 
49 per cent of the population, 
have been making defiant 
gestures toward Rome. 
Sixty per cent of Dutch 
Catholic women use contra­ 
ceptives without a twinge of 
guilt, according to a recent 
survey. Holland is also the 
country w h e r e c e l i b a t e 
priests seem in the biggest 
hurry to marry. Some con­ 
tinue to offer Mass, attended 
by Catholics. 
There has been a complete 
about-face in the Catholic 
C h u r c h ’s attitude towards 
social problems. As recently 
as 1954 bishops forbade their 
flocks to join socialist trade 
unions, to attend socialist 
meetings or to read socialist 
newspapers. S u c h prohibi­ 
tions would be unthinkable 
in today’s climate of opinion. 
Pastoral work has brought 
the C a t h o l i c church into 
much closer contact with 
another m i n o r i t y in its 
m i d s t , t h e homosexuals, 
who, in turn, show a mili­ 
tant frame of mind. 
The Dutch S o c ie t y for 
Homosexuals, w h i c h cele­ 
brates its 25th anniversary 
next year, now has branches 
in 10 cities, including Rotter­ 
dam, U t r e c h t a n d T h e 
Hague. 
The homosexual s o c i e t y 
wants to make c o m m o n 
cause with other minority 
groups, such as gypsies, for- 


eign workers, the Kabouter 
(Pixie) party and the Crazy 
Minas, in fighting for social 
reforms. 
“It’s crazy to divide the 
world into two camps on a 
sexual basis,” Joop Fransen, 
an e x e c u t i v e committee 
member of the homosexual 
society, explains. “We would 
like to see homosexuality 
accepted like b e i n g left- 
handed or having red hair. 
We b e l i e v e that there is 
room in this world for all 
sorts of h u m a n relation­ 
ships.” 
Holland has always been 
regarded as a model of good 
race r e l a t i o n s . With the 
highest population density in 
the western world (970 peo­ 
ple per square mile, as com­ 
pared with 52 in the United 
States) this country has still 
been able to a s s i m i l a t e 
300,000 Indonesians since the 
war. They range from deli­ 
cately featured Balinese to 
black Surinamians. 


To cope with this influx, 
c h u r c h e s , employers and 
trade unions banded together 
to provide food, clothing and 
shelter until the immigrants 
could stand on their own 
feet. Racial prejudice is al- 
m o s t completely a b s e n t , 
marriages between D u t c h 
girls and Indonesian boys 
quite common. 
Although Holland is be­ 
ginning to show the strain 
of so many inner tensions, 
observers are confident of 
the Dutch ability to cope, 
despite all the efforts of the 
the Crazy Minas, the long­ 
haired Pixies, the Maoist 
dockers and the marrying 
priests. 


How to Throw a Radical Chic Party

That’s why, a couple of 
years ago, we were all inter­ 
ested in what happened at 
“happenings.” No sooner did 
we find out than The Beauti­ 
ful Ones 
(aware that we 
peasants are always eagerly 
scratching fo r c r u m b s ) 
switched to having “radical 
chic parties” just to confuse 
us. 
Basically, all you have to 
do to have a radical chic 
party is consult your diction­ 
ary. A radical, you will find, 
is “a person who advocates 
fundamental political, eco­ 
nomic and social reforms by 
direct and often uncompro­ 
mising methods.” 
Somebody who is chic is 
one who is “attractive and 
fashionable in style.” 
So, 
in 
theory, 
if 
you 
wanted to have a radical 
chic party you’d just invite a 
lot of people who are attrac­ 
tive and fashionable, but who 
advocate fundamental politi­ 
cal, economic and social re­ 
forms by direct and often un­ 
compromising methods. 
The 
trouble 
is, 
you’re 
going to have a hard time 
finding too many people who 
answer to that description. 
Perhaps the only guy who 
can qualify is Tim Leary. A 
lot of people used to think he 
was pretty chic, and now 
that he has apparently joined 
forces with the Weathermen 
you have to figure he has 


gone the radical route. But 
since the FBI is more eager 
to get together with him than 
you are, it’s not likely that 
he’ll RSVP anything but re­ 
grets if you send him an 
invitation to your party. 
Be that as it may, you can 
have a radical chic party, if 
you really want one. In order 
to have one, simply invite a 
bunch of chic people (Ted 
and Joan Kennedy, Ari and 
Jackie Onassis—forget that 
s i l l y r u m o r that you 
shouldn’t invite them to the 
same bash — Dorothy and 
Richard Rodgers, G l o r i a 
Vanderbilt, the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor, the Wil­ 
liam Paleys) and mix well 
with some radicals. 
The radicals you want, ac­ 
cording to author Tom Wolfe, 
are “ funky, romantic, low- 
rent people with raw vitality 
—like the Black Panthers.” 
What one does at a radical 
chic party isn’t really im­ 
portant. Joan Kennedy might 
play the % piano or someone 
might recite 
the 
selected 
works of Chairman Mao, but 
it doesn’t matter. What does 
matter is to have someone 
from the New York Times 
in attendance. 
The Times has become the 
paper of record when 
it 
comes to radical chic affairs. 
If they say you had one, you 
did, even if you didn’t. If 
they say you didn’t, you 


didn’t, even if you think you 
did. 
For example, when Ted 
Kennedy offered his home 
as a backdrop for a benefit 
for the Kent State Medical
